As we worked our engines to full 


speed and gradually steamed out of

As darkness grows upon us, the wind 


increases and men with experience at 
sea predict a storm; the wind increas- 
es lo a mighty humming made up of 
many sounds, whipping of pulleys and 
Muttering of bridge screens in the wind. 
As this great body of armor rolls to and 
fro in the sea. It sounds like a voice 
crying out. "\Vlioh-oh-oh! Whoh-oh- 
ah!" 
The shrill call of Hie boatswain's 


whistle was heard and the husky voice 
of the officer on the bridge giving Dr- 
ders lo make everything- 
fast 
with 


lastlngs. 
One could hardly walk on 


deck. 


The patent log at every revolution 


whines exactly like a little puppy; one 
can hear It th.rou.gh the roar fully fifty 
feet away. The storm lasted six hours 
and over, carrying- thirty tons of our 
coal from deck overboard. 


Morning of the Second Day—The sea 


Is extraordinarily calm. 
Everyone 


Is on deck enjoying the refreshing and 
pleasant sea brt;if/-.e us a great many 
of our men were unseasoned to sea 
life and during, the storm last night 
many were laid out on deck. Now they 
arc commencing to move around. 


The sky tone deepens as the sun as- 


cends and many fall asleep here and 
there about the decks. 
For ten days 


we steamed" in a southwesterly direc- 
tion In company with the collier Nero 
and on the evening of the tenth day 
we entereil iliy harbor of Honolulu and 
dropped anchor nrnld a nea of small 
boats thnl were closing In around UB 
loaded down with gayly dressed ladies 
nnd laughing men. 


The docks wen* 
lined with a vast 


cheering multitude and the melodious 
sound of music could be heard, the 
Hawaiian band playing 
the 
"Slur 


Spangled Hanner." 
While the band 


WHB playing our national air. the bugle 
sounded "Attention!" and every one 
stood cap in hniid until they hnd fin- 
ished. 
Our boys then manned the raJl 


and gave three hearty cheers which 
were answered 
again and again by 


the people who had crowded the docks 
to get a glimpse of this great monitor. 


We remained In Honolulu ten days 


making necessary" repairs to our en- 
gines and while here F celebrated my 
first Independence Day 
In a foreign 


land; but one would Imagine himself 
in nn American town from the 
dwelling*, business houses nnd 
staffs were decorated with our colors. 


The people seemingly were as patri- 


otic as ourselves. 
At sunrise, we fired 


twenty-one guns In honor of the day, 
which was returned gun for gun by 
the battery on shore. 
During the time 


we were In Honolulu the third expedi- 
tion of soldiers arrived on their way 
lo the Philippines, 
they 
remaining 


several days coallnr the transports 
nnd every afternoon during their stay 
thin nrmy of soldiers was allowed, on 
shore for exercise. 


The generous-hearted prople dt Hon- 


olulu tendered thn soldiers nnd sailors 
a frrand reception on the Queen's 
ace grouncln, having 
equipped 


practice of war which we all may have 
to take active part in. Ahi the Ameri- 
can people are the freest race on earth 


from cares, -they arc ready for any 


emergency at a 
moment's 
notice, 


whether it he at pleasure or duty. 


Among this great body of young Vnen 


who have volunteered their services tn 
the government to retain our honor ns 


nation, I dare aay not a. spark of 


cowardice exists and we should well 
be proud of our volunteer army. 


Through this great excitement of 


golns to war, few realize that warm 
hands clasped today in friendly greet- 
ings may In a short lime from now 
be stilled forever. After a few days' 
stay, their pleasures were drawn to a 
close and they were all paced on their 
respective transports ami the ship bear- 
ing General Aferritt and staff steamed 
out, being followed by the others amid 
the playing of the band find wishes 
of Godspeed. 
As they recede from UH 


over Ihe ocean they are soon lost to 
view. 


In a few days we followed, 
again 


•'weighing 
our anchor ami .steamed 


out of Ihe litlle coral harbor of Hono- 
lulu", remaining outside of the entrance 
for several hours, securing- our low 
line from the collier Nero. 


While engaged making the line fast 


the O. & O. steamer Coptic from tins 
United States passed, entering the har- 
bor, signalling us that the Hawaiian 
Islands were annexed, and tha news 
of the second great naval victory by 
mr fleets oft* the coast of Cuba. 
Our 


rew gave cheer after cheer which was 
eartily returned by the passengers on 
he Coptic. 
Late in the evening we got on our 
>nrse due west and
